The scene at the shrimping camps 


is so strangely Oriental that it is hard 
for a visitor to realize that he is in 
the neighborhood of a big American 
city. 


Secluded as they have been, the 


litigation already referred to is not 
the first event that has brought the 
Chinese shrimpers to the attention of 
Xew Orleans officials. 
About eleven 


years ago a tremendous row was 
raised at the postoinee over some un- 
known matter that was tainting the 
mails with a peculiar and villainous 
odor. 
The trail being as evident as 


the aura of a soap foundry, the gov- 
ernment sleuths were not greatly over- 
worked in following it to certain mys- 
terious parcels, decorated all over 
with Mongolian hieroglyphics. 


The bundles contained dried shrimp, 


prepared after a special and odorifer- 
ous formula and sent as tidbits to 
friends of the colony. 
Xeedless to 


say, they were promptly confiscated ! 
under the rules of the postal service, j 
but the mailing went on to 
a. wild ! 


ihorus of public protest, until it was ! 
itopped by a peculiar incident.

One day the superintendent was ;

The Chinaman 
emitted a howl of anguish, and from 
hat day to this not a siugle shrimp 
las ever perfumed the mails. 


But the most remarkable story con- 


nected with the shrimpers is that of 
he Chinese prince. It is a true story, 
nd so curious in its details and so 
Totesquely sinister in its denonment 
hat it might easily be elaborated into 
striking romance of Anglo-Oriental 


life. 
However, the plain facts are 


these: 


About seven years ago a Chinese 


prince of the blood came to Xew Or- 
leans for his health. He was not ii!. 
but he had reason for believing that 
he might live longer if he removed 
himself temporarily from the neieh- 
bo"hoo! of the court and eujoved a 
complete change of diet. 
Exactly 


what these reasons 
were nobodv 


knows for, like all Orientals, he kept 
his own counsel :-ti icily, but it was 
hinted iu the Chinese colony that he 
had taken too active an interest in 
politics and was regarded at Pekin as 
an oiiVnsive partisan. 


Strangely e-jc-iiprh, the news of his

and at least former wealth. But in 
spite of these numerous evidences of 
luxurious habits, the prince was a 
very businesslike gentleman and lie 
proceeded at once to beguile his exile 
by obtaining an interest in the largest 
shrimpery on Grand lake. He had 
the sagacity to assume charge of the 
books, which he kept with such skill 
that at the end of six months they 
clearly demonstrated that he owned 
the entire property and was entitled 
to the entire profits of the season. A 
long wrangle ensued.
